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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner has carefully reviewed applicant's 
arguments. Applicant argues, "The Houser device does not encircle the mitral valve at all while it is in the coronary sinus." However, the 
examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant's attention is directed to figure 42B. Element 398 is the coronary sinus. The constrictive 
device such as 498a is advanced into the coronary sinus of the heart until the constrictive device at least partially encircles the mitral 
valve of the heart. In this figure, portion of the clip is encircling the valve and another portion is still within the coronary sinus. Applicant 
has failed to define over the prior art rejection. The claim language does not preclude penetrating through tissue. 
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
